'Pardoned to Attend a 
FuueraL 


David Davis was for years one of the 
best-known sporting characters in this 
country. 
He lived in 'Trenton, R J., 
and was at one time very wealthy and 
owned a number of valuable horses. 
He got to frequenting the race tracks 
and lost all his money. He then aban- 
doned the track and moved to Union 
Hill, in Hudson county, four years ago, 
wlieie he opened a fancy goods store 
and slowly regained his fortune. 
His 
wife, who was a diamond expert, pio- 
cured employment with TiiTany & Co. 
in New York and did well. 


One day last May, when Mrs. Davis 
was on the ferry-boat running from N. 
York to Hoboken, a woman's pocket- 
book containing a large sum of money 
was stolen. A female pickpocket nam- 
ed Barton was the thief. 
She took the 
money from the purse and on the sly 
shoved the empty purse inside a bun- 
dle Mrs. Davis was carrying. The v/o- 
man who was robbed made an outcry 
and at the same time Mrs. Davis dis- 
covered the purse in her bundle. 
She 
went to return the purse to the owner, 
and as she did so was arrested by Chief 
Donovan, of Hobokeri, 
She protested 
her innccense, but without avail. Fool- 
ishly she declined to give her right 
name, and was sentenced by Judge 
Lippincott to State prison for two years 
and a half. 


She would not let her husband know 
of her fate for some time. 
When he 
found It out he was heart-broken, but 
rather than expose the matter he told 
his children their mother had gone to 
Europe on business, and subsequently 
he moved to Brooklyn. From that mo- 
ment Davis declined in health. Hebe- 
came a physical wreck and entered 
Roosevelt Hospital, 
While there he 
wrote to Charly Norton, the puilist, of 
Trenton, and told him^the whole story. 
This was early in February. 
Norton 
employed Ex-Assemblyman McDermit 
to do what he could. 


McDermit made a thorough examin- 
ation and ascertained that the facts 
were as stated. 
He visited Davis at the 
hospital and told him he would get his 
wife released. 
Governor Abbett was 
told the story and took a great inter- 
est in the case. 
Early on Tuesday last 
Davis died. 
He went to Trenton to 
get the Court of Pardons to release the 
wife in time at least to attend her hus- 
band's funeral. When he reached Tren- 
trn the court had adjourned. 
Gover- 
nor Abbett was visited, and when he 
learned the sad story he at once re- 
convened the Court of Pardons, 


A special session was held and Mrs. 
Davis 
was released. 
Her 
thoughts 
were entirely of her husband and chil- 
dren. She was taken at once to Brook- 
lyn and was present at her husband's 
funeral on Thursday. 


Eloped to Spite His 
Children, 


Captain James Blake, once a sea 
captain who navigated almost every 
sea, and finally settled down in New 
Albany, Ky., with a fortune of ,^30,000, 
has eloped with Mrs. Artie Thompson, 
a 38-year-old widow of prepossing ap- 
pearance. 
The groom is said to be a 
lineal descendant of the great English 
Admiral Blake, who helloed to give 
Great Britian 
her supremacy on the 
seas. 
The blooming fair face of the 
widow, together with her fin6 form, 
contrasted sharply with the wrinkled 
face, gray hair and battered body of 
the old captam, who has weathered the 
storms of eighty-three winters. 


Captain Blake was first married fifty- 
five years ago, his spouse dying three 
years since. 
He said he did not like 
to live alone, and proceeded to look 
around for some one to comiort him. 
He says that he had proposed to seven 
different women at vari(»us times dur- 
ing the last two years, but had 
met 
with no encouragement until he met 
Mrs. Thompson. 
Captaiix Blake had 
five children, all of them grov/n and 
with homes of their own. 
Some of 
them objected to the match and this 
caused the elopement. 


Wrecked by a Cave^In. 


The suburb of Plymouth, known as 
Curry's Hill, was terribly shaken by a 
cave-in at 5 o'clock Friday morning. 
It was caused by the falling in of the 
roof in some abandoned working of the 
Washington colliery, 450 feet below 
the surface. 
The shock was very vio- 
lent, the surface settling in some places 
ten feet. 
The house of Wm. Kelly was 
completely wrecked and four or five 
others were badly damaged. 


The cave-in created the greatest ex- 
citement. 
The people ran out into 
the cold in their night clothes, mothers 
with their children in their arms and 
even strong men in the wildest alarm 
at the suddenness of the shock.

one was seriously hurt, though several 
were bruised by falling lurniture, etc. 
In several instances fire broke out in 
the dismantled houses, caused by stoves 
being upset, but the flames were speed- 
ily put out.

SALMON S.VLAD. 


Put in a bowl tho yolk of a raw t g ^ 
find a teaspoonful of sugar, a pinch of 
salt and cayenne pepper; rub all together. 
Tako fresh or canned salmon; if the lat- 
ter, pour oil the liquor, add it gradually 
to tho mixture, thicken with tho pow- 
dered yolks of f o u r hard-boiled eggs un-- 
til a smooth froth is formed, thin with a.

Break some tender lettuce leaves, and

SW^EKT WAFERS, 


Beat a half cup of butter until creamy»-. 
then add gradually one cup of powdered 
sugar. 
Beat six eggs without separating 
until light, add them to the butter and 
sugar, add tho juice of a lemon, and 
sufficient flour to make a stiff batter. 
Heat tho wafter tongs over a clear fire^ 
grease with a piece of suet tied in muslin,, 
and put in two tablcspoonfuls of the-

Electric Lisrht and Plants. 


In the course of a recent lecture before 


_jhe Royal Society, England. Dr. Siemens

Chinese Metal Working-. 


The metal smith's trade Is very power^ 


ful and influential In China, wrought 
metal being a favorite decoration foi 
houses, altars in churches, town halls, 
assembly rooms and business places of 
the more weathy business firms. The 
metals used are brass, white bronze, 
which closely resembles Britannia metal, 


bronze, ordinarv bronze and silver. 


The work of the Chinese metal smith is 
greatly superior to that of our own in va- 
rietv, originally of design, and in artistic 
finish. The 
smiths turn out bowls, 


vases, urns, pitchers, ewers, basins, cup 
standards, pipes and 
other smoking 


utensils, salvers, lamps, candelabra, lan- 
terns, bedsteads, chairs, tables, church 
furniture and numerous other articles, 
all of substantial workmanship and 
standard material. 
The metal smith 


makes good wages and has a good social 
position in China, but the industry is not 
a healthy one, the Chinese not under- 
standing the physiological action of the 
metalic oxides on the system, and not 
knowing how to prevent or remedy the 
injuries they suffer. The Chinese system, 
of casting is very similar to ours, but in 
cleaning and polishing they use no chemi- 
cal agents, relying- almost entirely on 
manual labor and the use of lathes fitted 
up with polishing brushes. They under- 
stand oxidation, and produce malachite 
and azure effects and the like very effec- 
tively. They secure these, not by the 
direct action of acids and acid vapor 
baths, but by burying the objects to be 
treated In various kinds of decomposing 
organic matter. This Is, of course, a 
slow and expensive process. In one re- 
spect the work of the Chinese smith is 
peculiar. The soldiers in many parts of 
the Chinese Empire still wear fine mail 
armor, helmets, breastplates and shields, 
and the same articles are worn, by the 
participants in civic processions and 
oificlaf pageants. As a consequence,

Ihe lecturer stated, were divided 
into 
four groups, one of which was kept en- 
tirely in the dark, one was exposed to the 
iniiuence of the electric ligat 
only, one 
to tljo iniiuence of daylight only, and one 
to daylijiht and electric liglit in succes- 
sion, 
The electric light avus applied for 
•six hours each evening—from 5 to 11— 
4ind the plants were then left in darkness 
•during the remainder of the night. 
Tho 
general result was that tho plants Icept 
•entirely in the dark soon died; those ex- 
posed to the olectric light only or to day- 
light 
only throve about equally, and 
those exposed to both day and electric 
li;;ht throve fur better than cither. 


THE CALIFORNIA GRIZZLY. 


CHARACTERTSTTOS OT A FAST DIS- 
A P P E A R l N a 
BRUTE, 


Wcll-Bohavcd If Let Alone, but a Ter- 
rible Antaiiouist When Annoyed 
—Tliiuncd Out by Strychnine. 


The California grizzly is a most inter- 
esting animal, says a correspondent of 
tho New York Post, 
As Bret Harte used 
tosay,hc bus but one ungentlemanly habit, 
that of scalping with liis fore paw, urd 
this he caught from the wicked red man. 
Otherwise, unless aggressively assaulted, 
he is the pink of good behavior. 
He 
will walk off the trail and give you the 
right of way, he will 
gather salmon 
bcrriea on the same patch, or dig roots 
on tho hillside while you arc sketclnng 
or writing not many yards away. 
If it 
were otherwise—if the grizzly had the 
temper of tho royal tiger—thousands of 
the pioneers of California would have 
perished at his claws, for a full grown 
grizzly when aroused is a terrible antag- 
onist. 


When Americans came to California 
grizzlies were very numerous. 
General 
Bidwell saw scores of them in the Napa 
Valley. 
General Vallejo saw them feed- 
ing like sheep in the Santa Rosa. 
In the 
acorn season they were to bo found in 
droves under the oaks. 
The Spaniards 
learned to lasso and kill 
them. 
The 
Americans found great sport in shooting 
them from horseback. 
When the Mis- 
sourian stockmen 
came they 
poisoned 
thousands of grizzlies, and the work is 
still going on so steadily that the great 
Pacific Coast bear is already scarce, and 
certain to become very rare in a 
few 
more years. 
At present tho finest skins 
that come to San Francisco are from the 
high Sierras and from Alaska. 


Forty-five years ago there were griz- 
zlies in the Santa Clara Valley, and iu 
the foothills Avithin twenty miles of San 
Francisco. 
They were in the live-oak 
forests of Encinal and the Contra Costa, 
where Berkeley, Oakland and Alameda 
now 
stand. 
They were 
occasionally 
brought into the old mission of San Jose 
and turned into rings to 
tight 
Spanish 
bulls. 
But they lived for the most part 
in contented obscurity. 
When the pio- 
neers came, few of them understood the 
nature of tho animal, and so the early 
stories that linger in the valley have ele- 
ments of surprise that the later bear 
stories lack. 


Old Captain Valpey, a Xova Scotian 
sailor, sold his .sloop at an early day and 
bought a foothill ranch. 
There was a 
deep gulch 
on the tract, full of oak, 
niadrone and chapparal. 
Pretty soon he 
discovered that a large grizzly lived 
there. 
The old Captain went down to 
the village for advice. 
**He will kill 
your steers," said old 
Kester, 
who 
owned a stock ranch. 
'*Buy a bottle of 
strychnine, and the first time you miss a 
steer go out and poison the carcass. ** 
Captain Valpey bought the strychnine. 
The next day he climbed up the hill, 
over the gulch, with an old spy-glass 
and looked down. 
He saw a great 
brown body moving along the trail, and 
soon the bear passed within fifty feet of 
the rock where he sat. 
The Captain 
was delighted at his appearance. 
The 
next day at the village he declared: 
"Boys, nobody shall shoot or poison 
that grizzly of mine. 
He walks like an 
old salt, and he's as big as a horse I 
I 
ain't too poor to let him have a live-dollar 
Spanish steer whenever he wants it.'* 


Under these circumstances the Valpey 
grizzly became famous and throve for 
several months. 
But one morning the 
old Captain was up on ''Maintop Knob" 
with his spy-glass. 
He saw his drove of 
cattle was in the wooded pasture below, 
huddled up in a bend of tne creek. 
Be- 
fore them, marching buck and forth, 
occasionally rearmg up and growling, 
was the great grizzly. 
He was selecting 
his dinner, much to the amusement of 
the Captain. Suddenly the bear charged 
into the band and struck down with one 
blow the only blooded steer the Captain 
owned. 
The rest of the cattle escaped 
wild with terror. 
The grizzly made his 
meal and went off. 
The Captain swore 
awhile, then he got his strychnine bottle, 
and, late in the afternoon, cautiously de- 
scended the slope to where the body of 
his hundred dollar steer lay with broken 
neck. 
He poured the strychnine over 
the carcass, saying wrathfully: "Wasn't 
Spanish beef good enough for you, ye 
old native Californian?" So he poisoned 
his bear after all. 


There was a family of pioneers who 
lived in the hills of Alameda County, not 
far from Valpey'«, 
The elder, Zi^chariah 
Cheney, took his son Joe and a young 
man named Allen and went out to kill u 
grizzly. 


They all knew very well where to find 
him, in a wild and broken canyon, or 
about the rocks at its head, where oak 
trees grew. 
They had como across his 
tracks many times, and had seen him 
grubbing camass roots on the 
hillside 
when they were hunting up cattle. 
So 
they tliought very little of the danger. 
Each of them had a gun and a revolver. 
Suddenly they met tho bear at the head 
of the wooded gulch, wno, seeing their 
warlike preparations,immediately charged 
them, and treed all tlu'eo in less than u 
minute. 
There was so little tiaie for 
choice of a tree that the elder Cheney 
and young Allen got into scrab-oaks hard- 
ly larger than respectable quince trees. 
In less time than it takes to tell it the 
bear had Oheney on the ground, scalped 
him with one blow, 
crushed his arm 
and 
shoulder-blade 
with 
another, 
and 
left 
him. 
The 
bear 
instant- 
ly 
turned 
his 
attention 
to 
young 
AieU) seized him by thd ^oot leg, aad 


jerked him from tho tree so violently 
that tho poor fellow rolled thirty feet 
down the gulch nnd under some willows, 
where he lay iu eilcnce. 
The third man 
was beyond reach, so tho grizzly, mastei 
of the circumstiinces, 
rose to liis full 
height, gave a roar of triumph, and 
walked leisurely home. 
Not a singli 
shot was fired by any of tho three men! 
Yet let no one hastily shoot out tho con- 
temptuous lip, lor ninety-nine men of 
100 might have done as badly. 
The 
rush of a large grizzly from his chap* 
paral shelter is a terrible thing to face. J 
distrust 
most of the current stories 
about successful hand-to-hand cncoun« 
tors with full grown grizzlies. 
There is 
an oak tree iu Shasta County 
undei 
which a miner who had fired upon s 
grizzly was killed by one blow from the 
enraged animal, ».nd when his compan- 
ions killed the bear it was found that the 
man's bullet had passed entirely through 
the animal's bcdy. 


If it were not for poison placcd foi 
him in his haunts, tho great master ol 
the California forests would still walk 
'*alonc as a rhinoceros'* in almost every 
wild canyon of Coast Range and Sierra, 
Men learn to give him the track when* 
ever they can, and if they go on the war- 
path, it is with profound respect for theii 
antagonist's 
strength and courage, 
I 
once met five or six San Luis Obispc 
farmers who had shot a huge grizzly. 
They took their guns and went down 
into the gulch where the bear lived. 
They found him where he was compelled 
to cross the ravine to get to them, and so 
they were able to put over twenty bullets 
into him before he died ai their feet. 
They had just skinned him and spread 
the great hide on the rocks when I rode 
up, 
I asked them how they felt about it, 
and the leader said: *'We none of us want 
to tackle another. 
If he had been on out 
side of the gulch, instead of on his own, 
most of us would have been killed before 
we could pump enough lead into him." 
And that seemed to be the general con- 
viction.

Chinese Metal Working. 


Tho metal smith's trade is very power» 
ful and influential 5u China, wrought 
metal being a favorite decoration foi 
houses, altars in churches, town halls, 
assembly rooms and business places of 
the more weathy business 
finns. 
The 
metals used are brass, 
white 
bronze, 
which closely resembles Britannia metal, 
gold bronze, ordinary bronze and silver. 
The work of the Chinese metal smith is 
greatly superior to that of our own in va- 
riety, originalty of design, and in artistic 
finish. 
The 
smiths 
turn out bowls, 
vases, urns, pitchers, ewers, basins, cup 
standards, 
pipes and 
other 
smoking 
utensils, salvers, lamps, candelabra, lan- 
terns, bedsteads, chairs, tables, church 
furniture and numerous other articles, 
all 
of 
substantial 
workmanship 
and 
standard material. 
The 
metal 
smith 
makes good wages and has a good social 
position in China, but the industry is not 
a healthy one, the Chinese not under- 
standing the physiological action of the 
metalic oxides on the system, and not 
knowing how to prevent or remedy the 
injuries they suffer. The Chinese system 
of casting is very similar to ours, but in 
cleaning and polishing they use no chemi- 
cal agents, relying almost entirely on 
manual labor and the use of lathes fitted 
up with polishing brushes. 
They under- 
stand oxidation, and produce malachite 
and azure effects and the like very effec- 
tively. 
They secure these, not by the 
direct action of acids and acid 
vapor 
baths, but by burying the objects to be 
treated in various kinds of decomposing 
organic matter. 
This is, of course, a 
slow and expensive process. 
In one re- 
spect the work of the Chinese smith is 
peculiar. 
The soldiers in many parts of 
the Chinese Empire still wear fine mail 
armor, helmets, breastplates and shields, 
and tlie same articles are worn by the 
participants 
in 
civic processions 
and 
official pageants. 
As a consequence, 
such armor is still made, and the armorer 
occupies in China about the same position 
that he did in Europe in mediajval times. 
A suit of brass armor worn by one of 
the Black FJag leaders in the Tonquin 
war is said to have resisted bullets and 
to have broken a bayonet thrust deliv- 
ered by a powerful French marine,—

The Spanish Government, determined! 
to emancipate the country'from its de- 
pendence upon foreign nations tor its 
munitions of war, has of late years dis^ 
played great enterprise in the cstablish-i 
ment of works for the building of war 
ihips and caj>non.

A magnificent scheme in connection 
with the World's Fair has been sug- 
gested, being nothing more nor less 
than a plan to put the exposition ex- 
hibits under one roof, which is to cover 
193 acres. In fact, the projeect is sim- 
ply a mammoth circular iron and glass 
tent. As all the buildings of the Paris 
Exposition covered only 75^ acres, 
and those of the Centennial at Phila- 
delphia 60 acres, the immensity ot the 
present scheme at once becomes appar- 
ent. A huge steel tower capable of 
holding eight elevators and supporting 
the whole roof, is to be erected in the 
centre of the circle 3000 feet in diam- 
eter. From the top of this tower, 1 100 
feet high, steel cables are to be run out

In fact, the projeect is sim- 
ply a mammoth circular iron and glass 
tent. 
As all the buildings of the Paris 
Exposition covered only 
7 5 a c r e s , 
and those of the Centennial at Phila- 
delphia 60 acres, the immensity ot the 
present scheme at once becomes appar- 
ent. 
A huge steel tower capable of 
holding eight elevators and supporting 
the whole l-oof, is to be erected in the 
centre of the circle 3000 feet in diam- 
eter, 
From the top of this tower, 1100 
feet high, steel cables are to be run out 
to the circumference. 
On these cables 
the roof is to be laid. 
The outer wall 
around the circumference is to be of 
brick. 
The idea of the construction 
of such a building is simplicity itself, 
as can be readily seen. 
It is the idea 
of a tent enlarged to the necessary ex- 
tent with corrugated iron and glass 
substituted for the canvass covering.

I tell you I felt sore to be told it 
didn't take jnuch to know how to fire an 
engine, and I came jnighty near throwing 
jny job up and trying to get in on an- 
other road. 
But Molly persuaded me to 
hold on a little longer. 


Now before 1 etime to \he particular 
point of this 3'arn I want to tell you a 
little about the road. 
I have said it wns 
a single track road running from Junc- 
tion City to Georgetown, 
The 
latter 
jilace was a little town of five or six hun- 
dred inhabitants; but in summer a great 
many Chicago people came up there, and 
30 I suppose tlie road paid.

1 hope the Lord has forgiven me that 
lie, for there were two or three men that 
could have fired all right, but it struck 
me all of a sudden that here was a fine 
chance to get even wiMi Billy, and let 
him sec whether it took any know-how 
to fire an engine for a hundred and ten 
miles. 
It so happened that we had 
wooded up on the home trip at a little 
station three miles from Georgetown, so 
Ave had plenty of fuel aboard to make 
the run with.

ber, it is a hundred and ten miles, and it 
is S:SO now, so you have only two hours 
and a half to make the run that generally 
takes double that time."

EiiropcAu Armies. 


It appears that it is practically impos- 
sible to ascertain the fighting strength of 
the Germany army when placed on a Avar 
foxing, on account of the complicated 
arrangements by Avhich portions of 
the 
territorial forces are Avorked into the 
strength 
of the regular 
corps. 
The 
present peace establishments of Germany, 
France and Russia, are as follows: 
Ger- 
many, 884 battalions, 465 squadrons, 364 
batteries, 
1500 mounted guns, 
19,457 
officers, 468,409 rank and file. France, 
26,763 officers, 534,100 rank and file, 
480 field batteries, Avith 2060 mounted 
guns. 
Russia, 848 battalions, or 386,- 
312 infantry, 328 squadrons 
with 57,416men; 344 batteries of field 
artillery, Avith 1542 mounted guns and 
61,880 men, 33^ battalions of engineers 
having 18,977 men, besides 31,130 men 
of the *'train" service, making a total 
of 563,500 men. 
To these should be 
added 288 squadrons of Cossacks num- 
bering 51,944 men; 112,850 local troops 
and 72,634 reserve men, AA^hichAvill bring 
up the strength of the Russian peace es- 
•;iiblishment to 799,928 men. 
The Rus- 
sian forces 
Avheu on a Avar footing are 
estimated as follows* 
994,460 men of 
regular troops, with 4030 pieces of ar- 
tillery; 280,810 reserve men, Avith 640 
guns; 137,730 Cossacks, Avith 240 guns 
of their own; and 189,500 supplement* 
ary reserve men, AA'ith 384 pieces of 
ar- 
tillery. 
This estimate is exclusive of 
local troops. 
The war footing strength 
of France is estimated at «'about" the 
following: Active army, about 2,000,- 
000, divided into ten classes, according to 
age: 1,022,000 of the territorial army, 
dTvided into five classes, according to 
age; and reserve troops, divided into six 
classes, 
numbering 762,000, tho total 
amounting to 3,784,000 men.

THE F A R * AND GARUEN. 


KEEPING ONIONS. 


A prime necessity in keeping onions, 
whether it be the sets or those full 
grown, is to keep them dry and cool. To 
keep well, the bulbs should be fully ma- 
twred and be pulled at a dry time. Thoy 
should also be fully developed, round 
and plump. 
Those Avho raise the sets in 
large quantities for sale, keep them on 
stalled racks in cool rooms that can be 
ventilated Avithout freezing. 
A quantity 
may be kept on the garret lloor, covered 
Avith old quilts or blankets; or 
onions, 
either large or small, may be stored upon 
stiUAv on the barn floor and covered Avith 
straw or hay. 
In either case, freezing 
Avill be light and Avill not hurt them, if 
they arc left to thaAv out gradually in the 
spring.—Nm York }Vorld, 


DIPLOMACY AVITIi KICKBUS. 


CoAvs, says a Avriter in the New Ydrk 
Tribune,, have more than one reason for 
lifting a foot in protest against the milker. 
It may be fright, nervousness, real pain, 
or an old habit. 
The last is the hardest 
to manage, but each cause needs to be 
studied and treated in its own peculiar 
Avay. 
With one 
COAV that persistentlv 
started, stepped and kicked, it Avas at 
last discovered that she only did it Avhen 
the teat Avas grasped high up in beginn- 
ing to milk. 
The pressure of milk there 
at the time caused pain. 
By milking at 
iirst Avith but two or three lingers on the 
end of the teat and draAving downward 
so as to elongate it and relieve the pres- 
sure sbove, the COAV Avas got to stand per- 
fectly quiet. 
This plan may mollify a 
number of '^kickers." 
An old farmer's 
remedy is to strap a sursingle tightly 
about the COAV s body just forward of the 
udder. 
Whether it is the feeling of res- 
traint that it gives, or some effect of the 
pressure at the upper extremity of the 
udder, or the constriction of the muscles 
that draAv the leg forward, is difhcult to 
saVj but the plan 
is often successful. 
There are, too, appliances for drawing- 
back the leg and holding it; clamps to 
screw on the joint, etc. 
But half the 
battle Avill be ours if the confidence and 
goodwill of the animal can be Avon by 
kind treatment and such conciliatory ad- 
A'ances as rubbinir her neck and the oiler 
of a handful of meal. 


AVHY T H E UISNS DO NOT T.AY. 


One of the puzzling questions 
that 
often arise in the experience of persons 
raising fowl is why their hens are not 
laying as Avell as a neighbor s, who is far 
more fortunate in tne Aveekly additions 
made to his egg basket. 
From the di- 
rections given in poultry journals and by 
manufacturers of specitics for egg pro- 
duction many persons start out with the 
confident expectation of 
uninterrupted 
success in raising chickens and eggn, to 
find at last that the business has for some 
reason become un])roiitable. 


The truth is, there is a A'ariableness in 
the laying of fowls under what, at first 
sight, appears to he very similar condi- 
tions, where none of the directions given 
for making the hens lay appear to have 
the desired eiiect. 
In purchasing hens 
for laying particular attention should be 
given to the color and appearance of 
their combs, which should be bright and 
red. 
Where tho comb has a dull, sickly 
color, and a kind of 
fiattened-down 
ap- 
pearance, no amount of feeding or care 


A v i l l force the laying of eggs as long as 
these conditions 
exist. 
Again, the legs 
should be smootli and clean and free from 
scales or the appearance of spurs, both of 
Avhich indicate that the hen has passed 
the la^'ing age. 
The cock should be 
bought out of a different flock and be as 
purely bred as possible. 
The principal 
causes of failure in egg production are 
believed to be, first, keeping hens that 
arc too old; second, breeding in and in, 
or a failui-e to introduce new blood from 
sources entirely outside of 
one's own 
flock, and third, keeping the flock too 
lono: in the same runs. 


balance as possible, put in the best pos- 
sible tilth, use good seed, and give thor- 
ough cultivation so as to increase tho 
yield. 
Grow larger crops on a less acre- 
age and lessen the cost. 


Seeding to grass Avill give the land 
some rest; it Avill bo a change oven if 
kept pastured doAvn. 
To a considerable 
extent, at least, the growing of more 
grass on the farm implies tho keeping of 
^ 
more stock, and Avith good manasrcmcnt 
the making of more manure. 
While it ^ 
is not always possible to keep a sufficient 
number of stock to keep up the fertility 
of tho soil, it can bo made to do a con- 
siderable part. 
Rotation, 
tho use of 
green crops for manuring, and keeping 
stock can, all three combined, be made 
to keep up the fertility. 
Grass or clover 
can be used in all these to good advan- 
tage. 


F E E D I N G UORSES. 


The Avork-teams especially, should bo 
kept in a good thrifty condition. 
It is 
not good economy to alloAv them to run 
doAvn at this time and then be obliged to 
give extra feed latter in order to get 
them 
ready 
for spring 
Avork. 
With 
horses as with nearly all other classes of 
stock the best results can be secured by 
feeding a good variety. 


During tho Avinter more or less corn 
can always bo fed AA'ith profit. 
There is 
no material that is superior to corn for 
maintaining animal heat, and for this 
reason it cau be made a larger part of 
the Avinter ration than in the summer. 
When the teams are at work bone and 
muscle is of more importance than heat 
or fat; hence it will be quite an item to 
supply such materials as are best calcu- 
lated to secure this. 
One of tho mate- 
rials that can be used at this time is oats. 
Barley is also a good feed for horses. 
Wheat bran fed in connection A v i t h oats 
is a good material. 
Oats is a good 
feed. 


Unthreshed oats rum through a cutting 
box, and a small quantity of bran added 
and mixed thoroughly before feeding; 
one quart of corn meal, two quarts of 
bran, Avith cut hay or fodder, makes a 
very good ration during the Avinter. 
In 
the spring and summer more oats and less 
corn should be given, giving plenty of 
hay and grass Avhcrever a supply can be 
procured readily. 


The advantage in cutting the hay or' 
fodder and grinding the grain is that it 
can be mixed more thoroughly, while 
there is much less AA'aste than in feeding 
Avhole. 
Give more corn during the Avin- 
ter and less bran and other grain, but in 
the spring and summer give less corn and 
more of the other materials. Some horses 
require more feed than others, and the 
quantity should always be granted ac- 
cording to the needs of the animal. Suf- 
ficient should always be supplied to keep 
the animal in u good thrifty condition. 


In feeding hay and corn fodder, care 
should ahvays be taken not to feed too 
much. It is not a good plan to keep hay 
and oats before 
the horses all the time. 
What they Avill eat up clean at each meal 
is all that is necessary, and giving only 
this Avill lessen considerably the waste,

MOUP: 
GJTASS. 


The growing and selling of grain from 
the farm, writes 
N. J. 
Shepherd 
in 
Farm^ Field mul Blockmui^ is gradually 
.selling the fertility, and in a majority of 
cases, it is only a question of time when 
the amount or available plant food de- 
manded by these crops Avill have become 
so nearlv exhausted as to render it ditti- 
cult to secure ¡írolitable yields. 
If the 
grain, instead of being sold, is fed out 
to rttock on the farm, making, saving 
and applying all the manure possible, 
considerable help can be secured in keep- 
ing up the fertility. 


Following a rotation of crops lessens 
the wearing out. of the soil, because 
diJl'erent cro|)S require different elements 
of plant food; and some crops not only 
take elements not used by other plañís, 
but 
aid to make available other ele- 
ments that are in the soil but are not in 
an available condition. 
JJut grass for all 
kinds of stock is one of the best and 
cheapest; foods tliat can bo secm-ed, 
Avhetlier used as pastuie, as a soiling 
crop, or as hay after cutting and curing. 
It proves a good croo in making up a 
rotation. 
It is good Avith grain in mak- 
ing complete '^nd economical 
rations; 
hence more or less of tho farm should be 
in grass. 


Taking the average farm Avhere a sys- 
tem of rotation is carried on and Avhere 
the products raised are fed out to good, 
thrifty stock, one-half the acreage of the 
fanu "should be inti» gras!>. 
Of coiu'se 
care should be taken to secure a good, 
cvtm stand so that tJie best profits may be 
realized. 
In many cases it Avould be a 
positive benefi' to the farm to seed from 
one-third to one-half the acreage to pas- 
ture 
mraure as much of the 


FARiAC AND GAKDliiiS" NOTES. 


Oats are a good crop to grow and 
handle, make a valuable feed in almost 
any form, both 
Avith and Avithout 
the 
straAv, and should be grown more exten- 
siA^ely than they are. 


There are thousands of native cheitaut 
trees of moderate size growing in our 
fields that might be grafted with tho 
foreign varieties and bring in- quick and 
remunerative returns. 


Old seeds do not lose their vitality al! 
at once, its an animal dies, but are con- 
tinually losing it, and old seed that will 
merely germinate in the hot-house may 
prove a failure in the garden. 


Most horses Avhen tethered by a rope 
Avill injure themselves by sawing 
the

The big guns turned out by the En-

The 
ordinarv sights are illuminated bv a 
small incandescent lamp, the rays from 
which, passing through a lens, are con- 
verged, so that only a minute .point or 
line of sight is obtained. By means of 
an adjustable resistance the light can be 
modulated to suit the degree of darkness 
of the night or the eye of the observer. 


One of the many fields of usefulness of 


aluminium is in the manufacture of ship 
plate. Ten per cent, of it added to iron 
makes a plate of great strength, taking 
and retaining a high polish and possess- 
ing the eminently valuable quality of be- 
ing absolutely proof against the corrod- 
ing action of sea water and the adher- 
ence of sea grass, barnacles and other 
similar growths. Gun barrels can also 
be made of this alloy that will neither 
rust nor lead in use. 


An automatic machine for making 


horseshoe nails Tins recently been brought 
out. Wire is coiled on a reel on the top 
of the machine, which cuts off, stamps, 
points and heads the nails -without any 
hand assistance whatever. The receiv- 
ing box only contains perfect nails, for if 
there is any hitch in the working the ma- 
chine stops of itself, and points out by 
means of an index where the fault 03- 
eurs. A few moments only are required 
to remove the offending nail.and the ma- 
chine starts again. 


The method of constructing the foun- 


dations of the great drawbridge over the 
Thames at 5sfew London, Conn., is of ex- 
ceptional interest. Timber curbs were 
constructed.wMch were sunk eighty feet 
into the bed of the river, the bottom of 
which was soft mud for this depth. The 
mud inside the crib was excavated, and 
the piles driven into the solid ground 
then obtained. The heads of these" piles 
where then bound together with con- 
crete, on which the masonry of the pier 
was finally erected.

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


A wash niado of the -water in which 
potatoes 
have been boiled is a certaiu 
means of destroying insects on animals. 


A thorough washing out Avith clcan 
water will often prove 
the best cure 
for a foaraini? boiler. 
A little comniou 
soda may be added where grease is sus- 
pcctcd to be the cause of foaming. 


The watercress is a plant containing 
very 
sanitary 
qualities. 
A 
curious 
characteristic of it is that, if grown in a 
ferruginous stream, it absorbs into itself 
five times the amount of iron that any 
other plant does. 


It is stated that as coal is burned in 
the furnaces of locomotives on the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad there is a waste of 
from GO to 75 percent. 
That is, if the 
heat could all be utilized it would do al- 
most twice what it now does, 


A student in Germany recently sued a 
physician 
for having hypnotized 
him 
against his will. 
At the hearing of the 
case witnesses for the plaintiff behaved 
in the most extraordinary manner, theii 
testimony, in fact, being utterly nonsen- 
sical. 
The court became quite bewild- 
ered, and great confusion ensued, until 
it was ascertained that the witnesses Avere 
being ^hypnotized by one of the counsel 
engaged in the case. 


The cssencc oi the invention of the 
"sliding railway," which was the sensa. 
tion of the Paris Exposition, is tho sub- 
stitution of a thin film of water, ovet 
which the vehicle 
slides, for 
rolling 
wheels, the film being maintained by 
hydrostatic pressure, aud propulsion by 
successive jets of water under pressure, 
acting against a rib of buckets extending 
under the whole train, thus dispensing 
with all locomotive power. 


The big guns turned out by the En- 
glish arsenals are now fitted with a de- 
vice to facilitate firing at night. 
The 
ordinary 
sights 
are illuminated 
by a 
small incandescent lamp, the rays from 
which, passing through a lens, are con- 
verged, so that only a minute point or 
line of sight is obtained. 
By means of 
an adjustable resistance the light can be 
modulated to suit the degree of darkness 
of the night or the eye of the observer. 


One of the many fields of usefulness of 
aluminium is in the manufacture of ship 
plate. 
Ten per cent, of it added to iron 
makes a plate of great strength, taking 
and retaining a high polish and possess- 
ing the eminently valuable quality of be- 
ing absolutely proof against the corrod- 
ing action of sea water and the adher- 
ence of sea grass, barnacles and other 
similar growths. 
Gun barrels can also 
be made of this alloy that will neither 
rust nor lead in use. 


An 
automatic machine for 
making 
horseshoe nails has recently been brought 
out. 
Wire is coiled on a reel on the top 
of the machine, which cuts oil, stamps, 
points and heads the nails without any 
hand assistance whatever. 
The receiv- 
ing box only contains perfect nails, for if 
there is any hitch in the working the ma- 
chine stops of itself, and points out by 
means of an index where the fault oc- 
curs. 
A few moments only are lequired 
to remove the ofilending nail,and the ma- 
chine starts again. 


The method of cou'Structiug the fouu' 
dations of the great drawbridge over the 
Thames at New London, Conn., is of ex- 
ceptional interest. 
Timber curbs were 
constructed,which M^ere sunk eighty feet 
into the bed of the river, the bottom of 
which was soft mud for this depth. 
The 
mud inside the crib was excavated, and 
the piles driven into the solid 
ground 
then obtained. 
The heads of these piles 
where then bound together with 
con- 
crete, on which the masonry of the pier 
was finally erected. 


Moles on the face ai'C now being suc- 
cessfully treated by the use of sodium 
ethylate. 
The mole is painted with the, 
sodium ethylate, a fine glass rod being 
used. 
When the mole has a varnished 
look ethylate is gently rubbed in with the 
glass rod, to make it penetrate 
more 
deeply. 
The mole turns nearly black, 
aud a hard crust forms over it, Avhich is 
nearly three weeks in becoming 
de- 
tached. 
When it comes off the mole is 
much lighter than before, and this treat- 
ment can be continued until the mark is 
scarcely noticeable, 


Tlie Haiiana. 


The true eating banana, or ^'madura'* 
is said to be unknown in northern coun- 
tries, the varieties we import being sim- 
ply those which are used in the land of 
their growth for cooking purposes. 
It is 
said that many varieties of the madura 
are recognized, each of which is distinct 
in flavor. The smaller are the more de- 
licious, and the smallest of all, the so- 
callcd "lady finger bimana," with a skin 
scarcely thicker than paper, is the most 
highly prized. 
Green cooking bananas 
are peeled and roasted in the ashes, and 
eaten with butter; partially npe ones are 
boiled for a few minutes with the skin 
on, and eaten with syrup or honey, and 
ripe ones are sliced lengthwise, and fried 
in olive oil or butter.
